A Strong Kleht In Coinmlttre on the Mahone 
and Wise Deputations— Tho Various 
Delegates Sealed and Actual 
Hnsiuess lleiielied. 



(Special to Tub Colonist.) 
Chicago, June 20. The convention 
«iis opened this morning with prayer by 
Rev, Stephen Northrup, of Fort Wayne, 
lud. 

A motion wus then made that tho re- 
port of the committee un organization be 
tuad. Objection was made on the ground 
that organization should not be effected 
till the report of the committee on cre- 
dentials was received. After some dis- 
cussion the objections were overruled ami 
the organization committee's report was 
read. 

Following are the permanent oflicers: 
Chairman — Hon, M- M. Estee, California. 
Secretaries — Chan. VV, Olisbee, Michigan; 
Wiolwel Qmeffy, Wisconsin; Win. litielf? 
Tennessee; Mr. Lynch, Penusylvnniii. 
Assistant Secretaries — Thos, .1. Brogan, 
Tennessee; das. Bisby, PllinnesoUi; Hy. 
M. Cooper, Arkansas; Win. Nelson, New 
■Jersey; A. W. Monroe, Maryland; J. Ii. 
Wiley, Texas; C, M. Sliiim, West Vir- 
ginia; John E. Mincer, Louisiana. Read- 
ing Clerks— Hy. Ballan, Vennonl; Col. 
Clurkson Lake, Now York; Cupt. David 
Lenning, Ohio; Jas. H. Stone, Michigan; 
< ; eo. M. Bunkorhoff, Illinois. Ollicial 
Stenographer — Uustuvus P. Englisli.

Upon taking the chair Esteu made a 
short, address, in which he spoke encottrag 
i'lgly of the prospects of tho campaign, 
but uiailo no allusion of significance as to 
tiiu probable uetioii of the convention. 

Mayor Roche, on behalf of the citizens 
of Chicago, presented tho chairman with 
» beautiful silver gatel. Chas. A. Forks, 
of Illinois, was also presented with a gavel 
niado of wootl from a desk formerly owned 
in Galena by General Grant. The men- 
tion of Grant's name was received with 
great applause. 

Chairman Boyne, of the committee on 
rules, wus recognized, and presented the 
committee's report. Tho report adopts 
the rules of tho house of representatives 
with some slight modifications, and makes 
the following order of business: 1st. Re- 
port of the cumniittuo on credentials, 
iind. The report of the committee on reso- 
itions. 3rd. The naming of the national 
committees. 4th. Tho naming of can- 
didates for president. 5th. Ballot- 
ing. 0th. Presentation of candi- 
dates for vice-president. 7th. Nomi- 
nation. 8th. Balloting. The rules 
recommended are substantially those 
adopted by the last national convention. 
The only essential changes are two. One 
ih that instead of adopting Cushing's 
manual «h a guide for party proceedings 
of the convention, the rules of the House 
of Representatives are recommended as 
far as applicable. Tho most essential 
change is that it is recommended that an 
executive committee, consisting of nine 
members, may be chosen by the national 
Committee to conduct the affairs of the 
party. - The report gives Dakota ten 
votes and Washington Territory six votes. 

Mr. tiuLoei wort.li, or omo, 'moved to 
limit tho nominating speeches to fifteen 
minutes and seconding speeches to ten. 
Butterworth's motion was defeated. 
Recess until 8 p. m. 

THE CREDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 

After a continuous session of six hours 
to-day, the committee on credentials came 
to an agreement upon the Virginia con- 
tests. It decided to recommend to tho 
convent. inn thut four Mahone delegates at 
"»rge be declared regular delegates and 
seated accordingly; that neither regular 
nor contesting delegates from tho ninth 
district be admitted and that the Wise 
delegates in the second, third, fifth, 
sixth, seventh and eighth und tenth be 
ognized, The decision .gives Wise 
fourteen of the delegation and Mahone 
eight. Very stormy, indeed, according 
to all accounts, was the session of tho 
committee. General Mahone was exclud- 
ed from the room while it was in progress. 
There were times when the discussion 
Was of n most acrimonious and personal 
laraoter. Charges of lying, fraud, trick- 
ery, and practice of other disreputable 
niothods, were hurled back and forth and 
Chairman Hepburn broke a heavy walk- 
ing stick in his efforts to maintain order. 
Finally at four o'clock the committee took 
a recess of one hour. Russell, of North 
Carolina, said he should prepare a minor- 
ity report favoring the admission of tho 
entire Mahone delegation. When tho 
committee reassembled at five o'clock the 
contests on the fifth district of Georgia, 
District of Columbia and in Mississippi 
Were taken up. 

IN THE EVENING. 

8:30 p. in. — fn anticipation of ft 
lively sossion over tho Virginia troubles 
there was an immense attendance at tho 
convention this evening, and it was with 
difficulty that Chairman - Estee succeeded 
in bringing the delogates to order. A 
telegram was read from the Republican 
State committee of California thanking 
tho convention for tho honor done the 
State by selecting one of her sons us pre- 
siding officer. 

A resolution was adopted expressing 
sympathy with the German Empire in 
their deej) sorrow over the death of two 
EmperorA. 

A resolution wus also adopted expres- 
sing regret at the death of Grant, Logan, 
Arthur and Conkling. 

Repeated calls for reports from com- 
mittees on credentials and resolutions 
met with no response, the committees not 
boiug ready to report, 

Tho motion to call the roll of States for 
members of tho national committee was 
voted down. 

Hon. W. O. Bradley then took tho floor 
and made a stirring speech which was en- 
thusiastically received, after which it, wah 
announced that tho committee on creden- 
tials would be ready to report in twenty 
minutes. 

A great shout then arose for Governor 
Foraker, who was formally invited to ad- 
dress the convention, Foraker Baid that, 
while he could not predict who would be 
the nominee of the convention for presi- 
dent, he could define »ome of his qualities, 
He will bo a gentleman (great applause) 
and of good moral character. Ho will 
have sqme social standing in the com- 
munity whoro he lives. [This was taken 
as reflecting on Cleveland and received 
with much satisfaction,] Foraker con- 
tinued at groat length, concluding by pre- 
dicting a brilliant victory for the party 
this fall. 

Loud cries were then made for Inger- 
soll, but the committee on credentials 
made its appearance and announced it a 
readiness to report.

The announce- 
ment that iho Perry Carson delegation 
from the District of Columbia Were seated 
w is loooivod with applause, which was re- 
newed when the speaker stated the Ma- 
hone delogates at large had been seated, 
but tho convention nearly went wild when 
it became known that Wise wasals° seat- 
ed. Russell, of North Carolina, began 
reading a minority report, which dissented 
from the opinion of the majority. All 
that pari of the report that did not refer 
to the Virginia contest was unanimously 
adopted. The Mahone delegates at large 
were then seated by the unanimous vote. 
After a long and acrimonious digoussion 
tho report was amended so that tho Ma- 
hone delegates from .the ninth d'strict 
wore admit ted. Senator Quay moved the 
substitution of the minority for the major- 
ity report, in the case of delegates from 
the second disl riot. M uch confusion en- 
sued. Finally a oin< wcevote Was reached 
upon the question of admitting W'ise 
as a delegate in the second dis- 
trict, and it was overwhelmingly carried. 
Nebraska and Pennsylvania demanded 
a cull of States for the purpose of putting 
the States on record. The roll-call was 
proceeded with amid great excitement. 
Delegates flew about the floor and ex- 
changed confidences. It was recognized 
as a toHt of Sherman's strength, and nine- 
t.'iiths of the vast audience kept tally. 
When Ohio was called a request was made 
that the Ohio delegation be passed- New 
York voted 60 in favor of seating the 
Wise delegation and 22 for the Mahone- 
i'es. Pennsylvania voted "gainst the 
Wise delegation. Illin<nn, with few ex- 
ceptions, was against tho Malionoites. 
The Pacific slope and Territories Voted 
solidly for Wise. Ohio voted ly f or Ma- 
hone and 19 for Wise, amid great 
laughter; the fact that the State wanted 
to offend neither faction and that it 
recognized tho vote as u test one, added 
/■■St to the scene. Tho vote for seating 
t!io Mahoneites wan 200, for Wise 512. 
The majority report in relation to the 
Virginia cases was then rushed through 
iu short order.

The Xew Emperor's Policy. 

The Fust says there ia no basis for the 
belief that any change in the German 
policy adverse to Russia will bo made 
und that French fears aro equally with- 
out foundation. Emperor William II, is 
loss likely to attack Franco mere- 
ly to gain laurels than the 
moon is to visit the earth. When 
the French see that all Germany wants of 
France is to be let alone, conditions far 
permanent friendship will come into be- 
ing. Nevertheless, none of the Emper- 
or s proclamations may sevvo to remind 
those unfriendly to Germany wherever 
they may bo of the Hohenzollern manner 
of making war, and to assure them that 
any unjust assault upon Germany will bo 
repelled like the French attack of 1870. 
Emperor William 11. will wield the sword 
as did his glorious ancestors, but only in 
defence of the Fatherland against unjust 
attacks. 

Correspondents Expelled from Berlin. 

M, M. Puyverdier and Ralsomo, cor- 
respondents respectively of the Gangours 
and the Matin, of Paris, havo been ox- 
peiTed from Berlin. Tho former's offence 
consists in having written from San Renin 
a statement which reflected on the pres- 
ent Emperor and Empress of Germany. 
This statement was printed in the Gang- 
otir and tho London World. M. Ralsome 
was expelled for writing up for his paper 
an interview which he hud with a Russian 
staff officer at Berlin, in which reflections 
were made on the German army. 

Offered Ills Mother n Castle. 

The Emperor William bus offered his 
mottior one of the royal castles as a sum- 
mor residence, it is stated that tho Em- 
press has chosen Hamburg castle.

IN SEARCH OK LAND. 

A Colony of Heimoiiltes Desirous'of Settling In 
British Columbia- A Peaceable mid In- 
dustrious chiss of People, 

Amongst the arrivals from Seattle by 
Monday evening's steamer were D. Peters, 
P. Peters, and G. Reuipel, representa- 
tives of the Meniionite community of 
Manitoba. The visitors lodged at the 
Colonial Hotel, Johnston street, and a 
representative of T»E0oLOSlST,learuing of 
their arrival, interviewed the lender of the 
party yesterday for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the object of their visit to Vic- 
toria. 

Mr. D. Peters, the leader, or, as he is 
styled by his brother Mennonites, "the 
kaiser," is the only one of the three visi- 
tors able to converse in English, and 
from him the reporter gleaned the 
following information. Himself and com- 
panions aro the representatives of the 
Mennonites of Western Manitoba. These 
people are from Russia, and they left tho 
land of the Czar some thirteen years ago. 
Although they came from Russia, they 
aro nearly all Germans or of German 
parentage, and their language is Low 
Dutch. The Mennonites are a denomina- 
tion of Christians, so-called from their 
founder, Simon Menno, of Germany. 
They believe that the New Testament ia 
the only rule of faith; that the terms 
Person and Trinity ought not to be applied 
to the Father, Son nnd Holy Ghost; that 
there is no original sin; that infants should 
not be baptized; and that Christians ought

being peaceable, law-abiding people, with 
a, horror of war or strife It was owing 
to this that they left Russia in order to 
avoid enlistment in the urmy, and they 
settled in Manitoba apart from all othor 
classes. In that province they have a 
thriving settlement, and support their 
own clergy, churches a nd schools, al- 
though perfectly satisfied with the laws 
ot the Dominion, under which thoy act. 
The Manitoba colony becoming too large, 
and good land beginning to grow scarce, 
they are looking for a now location. Mr. 
Peters and his companions visited Wash- 
ington territory; but failing to find a suit- 
able locality there they came on to Vic- 
toria. Here their stay was brief, as they 
are in a hurry to got back to Manitoba, 
and after an interview with bohio of tho 
offiicials yesterday they decided to tako a 
look over tho Mainland before returning 
homo, and left by the Vancouver bout this 
morning. "The kaiser" says they will re- 
quire a considerable area of agricultural 
land, and if successful in finding a suitable 
location, 

TWO HUNDRED FAMILIES 

will leave Manitoba for British Columbia 
at once and engage here in agricultural 
pursuits, establishing a colony similar to 
that in Manitoba. All of these 200 fami- 
lies, although not rich, are well off und in 
comfortable circumstances. They aro nn 
industrious, peaceable class, good farmers, 
und, if thoy decide to come to British Co- 
lumbia, -will be a valuable acquisition to 
the population of the province. It is to 
be hoped thoy will be successful in thoir 
quest for ladd, nnd evory encouragement 
should be hold out to them.

It is re- 
garded as showing which way the wind is 
blowing, and what the ministerial pat ty 
may expect in the reports from those com- 
mittees on any matters that cnay be re- 
ferred to them. 

ASSESSMENT METHODS. 



THE FEE LICENSE. 

The act of the licensing board in giving 
permission to Mr. Fee to retail liquors at 
tho comer of Quadra and Pioneer streets 
has created such a feeling of indignation 
among the residents in that district and 
the disapproval of citizens generally, that 
some steps will probably bo taken towards 
securing its cancellation or withdrawal. 
The outrago— for it cannot bo termed 
otherwise— perpetrated on the community 
in which the saloon is situated, has 
brought down on tho heads of those who 
sanctioned it the virtuous indignation of 
all citizens. No excuse has been offered 
for the action, further than the statement 
that a bench of magistrates have no dis- 
cretionary powers in the matter. This is 
absurd, for several previous boards, 
by refusing to grant the license, 
have proved that a licensing bench 
has the pow^r of withholding or granting 
a liquor liconso. It is claimed that Mayor 
Grant could not act otherwise than he did 
in the matter. Had he beon possessed 
with a desire to protect the interests of 
tho ratepayers, who elected him for that 
purpose, he could have strongly remon- 
strated against the license being granted, 
and if this had not the desired effect, he 

could have vacated his seat and thus have 
prevented an injuBciue'irouroouig iumu™« 
on a largo number of respoctablo citizens. 
However, he permitted the act, and is, 
therefore, responsible for it. T,he last 
lias not been heard of this matter, for the 
residents of the neighborhood are deter- 
mined to uso every endeavor to annul the 
action of the bench, and the general pub- 
lic are likewise determined to secure such 
changes in the law as will prevent a re- 
currence of the unfortunate incident. 



The first report of the Ontario Munici- 
pal Commission, of which Hon. T. W. 
Anglin was chairman, has been issued. It 
contains a good deal of information as to 
the working of municipal institutions in 
various countries and, among other tilings, 
allows how differently the burden of taxa- 
tion is distributed in various places be- 
tween real estate, personal property and 
income. Tho following table shows tin- 
assessed values in the Canadian cities 
named for the purpose of civic taxation:

It should be mentioned that in the 
Hamilton and Ottawa statements per- 
sonal property and income are added to- 
gether to make tho amounts stated under 
tho head of personal property above. 
Halifax levies no tax on income. In the 
cities of Montreal and Quebec neither por- 
sonal property nor income is taxed, but a 
tax is levied upon all hotel or tavern 
keepers, traders, manufacturers, banks, 
bankers, brokers, money lenders, grocers, 
bakers, butchers, railway, telegraph, 
telephone, insurance and steamboat com- 
panies, managers of theatres, and general • 
ly on all tradoa, manufactures arts, occu- 
pations and professions— such tax not to 
exceed 7_ per cent, on the annual value 
of the premises in which such parties 
carry on their business. 



THE LICENSE QUESTION. 

To jiik KniToit: -The extraordinary 
conduct of the magistrates in issuing a 
liquor saloon license to Fee, corner of 
Quadra and North Park streets, has al- 
ready evoked a good deal of discussion in 
your columns— a discussion it is hoped 
will not end till the outruge which 
has given rise to it shall be at oned. 

Permit me here and now to compliment 
Tub Colonist upon iis action in the 
matter. The stand it has taken cannot 
fail in enlisting the approving sympathy 
of every right minded citizen— for it ia to 
bo kept in view that the issue is not a 
local one, confined to the quiet, residen- 
tial neighborhood more directly affected 
by the particular act under discussion. 
The outrage perpetrated there may bo re- 
peated in any and every neighborhood in 
the city; so that every citizen has a direct 
personal interest, as well as a community 
interest in this question. No man is safe 
so long as we have such laws and si!c7l 
magistrates ! 

Now, look at tho case under immediate 
consideration. Time and again this man 
Fee applied for a licunse, not for a house 
of public accommodation, but for a corner 
whisky saloon, and that in a purely resi- 
dential part of the city whore rospectable 
families had established for themselves, 
as they supposed, comfortable homes in a 
quiet neighborhood. But as often his ap- 
plication was met by an almost unani- 
mous protest on the part of tho residents, 
and tho bench of magistrates, ns was their 
undoubted right and duty, respected the 
protest and refused the license. 

But the persistent and cunning appli- 
cant watched his opportunity; inserted 
his notice in an obscure corner of an "li- 
scure newspaper, so that it escaped the 
public eye, and managed to secure a bench 
of magistrates a majority of whom were 
favorable (Dame Rumor says pledged) to 
issuing the license, one of these magis- 
trates having beon actually imported 
from a rural district, as it would 
soein, for tho express purpose. 

What is to lie thought of the suitor who 
would "buttonhole" the judges who wore 
to sit on his case, and secure a favorable 
verdict beforehand ? Nay, rather, what 
is to be thought of the judges > 

What shall be said of a magistrate who, 
although residing in the country, will per- 
mit himself to be dragged into tho city for 
the un -Christian, unjust and ignoble pur- 
pose of forcing a whisky saloon upon a 
protesting community .' It was bad 
enough for city magistrates to become a 
party to such an outrage, but infinitely 
worse for a country magistrate to lend 
himself to such a job !

"0" BATTERY BARRACKS. 

The three buildings for the unmarried 
men of "0" battery are completed, but it 
is difficult to understand how they can bo 
occupied.. The houses for tho married 
men have not been built, no hospitals or 
other buildings have been provided, be- 
sides which the residences of tho Com- 
mandant and other officers are lacking. 
It is understood plana aro prepared for 
all these, but no appropriation for their 
construction has been made. It would 
be impossible to locate the single men of 
the battery at Work Point while the mar- 
ried men remained in town and tho olli- 
cers anywhere. It is difficult enough as 
it, is to keep proper discipline at the tem- 
porary barracks at Beacon Hill; but in 
the event of a distribution of tho men as 
above, the battery would deteriorate from 
a well-drilled body of men into a mob. 
They would have the same freedom ns a 
war-ship crew, with the latter on board and 
all officers resident in the city. If the 
minister of militia desires the battery ho 
baa located in Victoria to retain its pres- 
ent standard, it is highly necessary that 
he immediately take steps ,*o secure the 
completion of the barracks commenced at 
Work Point. Although the appropria- 
tion made in Die estimates is only suffici- 
ent to pay for the work so far done, it is 
obvious that a point should be strained 
and a sum suilicient to cany 011 the work 
arranged for by order-in-council. Unless 
the quarters are completed it will be in- 
convenient in the extreme for tho bat- 
tery, since they will have to vacate their 
present quart or* at Agricultural Hall in 
time to allow tho holding of the exhibi- 
tion in October next, 

KANAKA POLITICS, 

The Hawaiian Legislature was opened 
H'n Honolulu 011 May 29th in the presence 
of a large concourse of people. King 
Kalakua refused to road tho ministerial 
speech, -as it contained several objection 
able features, among which was tho re 
commendation to abolish the olhee of 
Governor, to regulate the internal police 
force of the kingdom and to regulate tin 
volunteer military forces. Tho King pre 
pared his own speech and read it. The 
Ministry have already introduced a bill 
abolishing the ollico of Governor, and 
have given notice of a bill to regulate tho 
military forces', and also one to regulate 
the police of the kingdom. The Ministry 
will stand or fall on this issue. It is 
hardly probable that they will bo able t< 
secure the necessary two-thirds vote of al| 
the elective members of the Assembly ii 
ordor to pass a bill over the King's veto, 
and veto such bills he certainly will, and 
then a resolution of want of conBdenoo 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The Third Party convention in uumoer- 
land, N.S., nominated Mr. C. R. Casey 
as its candidate, ho receiving eighty votes 
to sixteen for Buhner, who fought the 
previous Third Party battles. Mr. Casey 
was formerly a Liberal-Conservative. As 
yet no Grit candidate is in the field. 

The proposition to create a District of 
Ottawa on a plan somewhat similar to tho 
District of Columbia, which was worsted 
some live or six years ago, is being revived 
by Senator Cleniow, who says a number 
of senators are favorable to the proposal. 
He will collect information about the 
working of the District of Columbia, 
and raise the question in the senato next 
year. His idea is to make the district 
about fifteen or twenty miles square, in- 
cluding Hull and portions of Ottawa, 
Russell and Carleton counties. 

There is a dead-lock in the Quebec 
Legislative Council. The government 
supporters mado an attempt to carry a 
motion declaring tho seat of Dr. Lavalleo 
vacant, in consequence of a letter of re- 
signation which ho afterwards withdrew 
Tho Conservatives claimed that the mat- 
ter should be referred to the committee 
on privileges, Mr. Stai nes making a mo- 
tion to that effect. Mr. Archambaulb 
moved an amendment that the debate be 
adjourned until morning, which was nega- 
tived by 10 to 10. Provost and Methol 
had paired, the Speaker did not vote and 
Lavallee was absent, which gave the Con- 
servatives two of a majority. Fillibuster- 
ing followed, and finally an agreement 
was come to and an adjournment made.

WOLVES IN RUSSIA, 



Between tho villages of Toblosky nnd 
Urkovsky, in liiissln— thirty miles apart 
— there was, in 18(18, only one house. 
That was a half way hotel. The rest of the 
road was given up to plain and forest, and 
for live years previous to l.Su'S this had 
been one of the most dangerous places in 
all Russia. Travelers waited at either 
village until a band of from ten to twenty 
had collected, and in midwinter soldiers 
bad to accompany all travelers. A mem- 
ber of the E'rtmcli legation told me that, 
in making this .journey once, the sledges 
were followed and surrounded by a drove 
of "wolves, estimated to number '3,000. 
No attack was made, there being a large 
escort of soldiers. 

The flrsl lime I passed over the road 
was in summer, and not a wolf appeared 
insight. Ai one point, where the road 
traversed a plain for eight miles, I saw, 
without leaving the beaten track, the 
bones or at least fifty horses and of 
Seventy-five persons. While I was living 
at Urkovsky that summer the Russian 
government offered a bounty of fourteen 
cents for the scalp of every wolf killed in 
that district, There was another Ameri- 
can and an Englishman in tlie village, and 
when the proclamation came out we de- 
termined on a woli hunt. We called ill a 
carpenter and gave him plans of a house 
on runners, it was a- large as one ol the 
photograph cars drawn from town to 
town in the United States, ami provided 
with three bunks, a stove and other con- 
veniences. There were portholes in the 
sides and Hoof, besides three or four slid- 
ing doors, and when the house was done 
we found plenty of room for three men 
and eoal and provisions for a fortnight. 
There was great curiosity in the town as 
to what son of a move we bad in view, 
and tin; bouse had been scarcely finished 
when a government official made us a call 
and demanded the fullest information 
When we told him thai we proposed to 
draw the car out. 11(1011 the plain and use 
It as a cover and protection while we shot 
wolves Ins gravity Increased, and lie of- 
ficially notified us not to move it a foot un- 
til he had communicated with his supe- 
riors. The government had offered a 
bounty for the destruction of wolves, but 
we must get permission to destroy Uiem I 

However, we hail lots of time ahead, 
and while waiting the appearance of the 
official the car was finished and stocked. 
It was as roomy as the ordinary freight 
car, and we put in plenty of fuel, pro- 
visions and ammunition. We took only 
shotguns and revolvers with us. It was 
about Dee. 1 when the official made us a 
second call. He was still very dignified 
and very grave. He bad corresponded 
with the police inspector of the district, 
and that, official had corresponded with a 
greater man, and perhaps the case went 
to St. Petersburg. It had, however, been 
decided that we could move our car, pro- 
viding we held ourselves responsible for 
all damages to the czar's subjects. We 
did not move until the fust week in 
January. It was a very severe winter, 
with wolves more numerous than for 
years past, ami we had trouble to get 
teams to draw our bouse to the plains. 
All through December 1 be road filled up 
as often as opened, but early la January 
we got away, having four horses to draw 
the house. We were to be left on the 
center of the plain for a week, when the 
horses were to come back for anew move. 

As wo got out of town early in the 
morning we reached the spot selected long 
before noon. The car was hauled off lo 
the side of the road at a favorable place, 
and the men with the horses waited no 
longer than to unhitch them before start- 
ing on the return journey. While we hud 
not seen a wolf 011 the trip out, several 
sledges had been ptirsued the week before 
in broad daylight, and the two men and 
four horses were certainly a temptation 
for the brutes to' gather. In making 
ready we bail had the advice of two or 
three old wolf hunters, and had adopted 
some of their suggestions. AVe had 
brought along some raw meat for bait, as 
also a gallon of beef's blood. As soon us 
we sett led flown we thawed this blood, 
and then went out in three different direc- 
tions and sprinkled it on the hard, white 
ortist, On our way back to the car we 
left a trail and Hung out a piece of meat 
at intervals. We had not yet reached the 
car when we heard the bowl of a wolf, 
and live minutes later we could see a 
dozen of them scampering about. It was 
an hour, however, before one came within 
reach of our guns. Then t be sun, which 
had been brightly shining all the forenoon, 
was hidden by clouds, and a snow squall 
came up lo still further darken the 
heavens. 

The howling of wolves could now be 
beard in every direction, and pretty soon 
they followed the trails of blood in until 

we all got a shot, and each tumbled a 
wolf over. From the Instant, they fell to 
the time their bones were clean picked by 
their companions was not over forty sec- 
onds, it was something marvelous to 
watch the proceeding. The mouthful 
apiece whetted their appetites and stimu- 
lated t heir ferocity, and the whole pack 
made a rush at the car. The beasts no 
doubt took it for a traveler's sledge, and 
the attack was surprising In its fierceness. 
The number of wolves was not less than 
GOO, and for the first live minutes we 
ivere seriously alarmed. They were over, 
Under, and around us, howling, barking, 
.snarling, growling, and lighting In a way 
.to give us chills, and, had our car not 
been securely fastened to the broad, heavy 
runners, they would have upset it in their 
rushes. The exterior had been sheathed 
with sheet iron. We had objected 
to this expense, lint had finally accepted 
the advice of one of the wolf hunters. 
We now realized the wisdom of this pre 
caution. But for the sheathing the 
wolves would have eaten their way into 
the ear in a dozen places. 

Such a Horde and unexpected attack 
rattled us fci a few minutes, but after a 
bit we began firing buckshot into the pack 
as fast as we could load and pull trigger. 
Then it was pandemonium let loose. The 
howls, yells, yelps, growls and cries re- 
doubled, because rvery victim of onrgnrw 
was being devoured by his companions. 
We 11 red thirty-four charges of buckshot 
into the max., killing at least double that 
number of wolves, and then tho puck 
began to scatter, and ten minutes later 
not, it living wolf was in sight. It was a 
horrible looking sight around us. Kvery 
wolf but one had been devoured. Tufts 
of fur and bloody bones were scattered 
over the snow for 100 feet in every direc- 
tion, and there was not u ft, of of snow 
without its blood stain. There was a 
wounded wolf who had escaped the fangs 
of the pack, probably because their appe- 
tites were satisfied for the time being. 
He had been shot through the hips and 
could no longer use his hind legs. lie 
was a very large fellow, and we soon had 
reason to' believe t hat, be was still danger- 
ous. The beast was about llfly steps 
away when we descended from the. car, 
and the minute he caught sight of us a 
tfreat. transl'onniitlon took place. All tho 
111 r along his spine stood up, his eyes 
Mazed like lire, and he uttered such flerco 
growls that the three of us raised our 
guns. The brute could drag himself over 
Che snow crust with ills fore legs, and as 
we stood looking at him lie began hitch- 
ing himself forward to attack us. We let 
Jilm come witbin live or six feet of us he- 



ron) Knocking Mm over. From ids actions 
fliere was no doubt ho would have boldly 
attacked the three of us had ho been less 
desperately wounded. His scalp was the 
only one we saved out of the sixty or 
sf venty shot. 

Not another wolf was seen until night 
came down. Then they gathered around 
us seemingly by the thousands. Looking 
our from one of the muhII sliding doors 
one was reminded of a great drove of 
sheep cantering over rough grounoj. Not 
one of them was still for a minute, and a 
free fight was always in order. Our house 
stood six or seven feet high, hut they 
leaped over it back and forth as easily as 
I'ney could have cleared a log. At one 
time several of them engaged in a fight 
over our heads, and we hud serious fears 
rj the roof breaking under their weight. 
(Then we finally opened flro I honestly be- 
lieve there were 2,000 wolves within pistol 
shot. Our house was the center of a eii- 
cleof leaping, howling, fighting, growling, 
yelping beasts, each one of which seemed 
bent on getting nearer. It was a bright 
moonlight night, ami we did not waste a 
shot. Due could have shut his eyes and 
been sure of killing or wounding at every 
discharge. Wo limited our shots to twenty - 
fire eacli, and tired slowly, so as not. to 
heat our guns. I believe we killed 100 
wolves with the seventy-five shots. If 
one was wounded enough to cause a flow 
of blood he was a goner. The unwounded 
would tear him to pieces with oven more 
ferocity than they displayed toward the 
dead. Soon after we had ceased tiring 
the great bulk of the wolves retired, to be 
seen or heard no more during the night. 
A few who had probably failed to secure a 
share of the horrible feast remained in the 
vicinity to growl over the bloody bones 
and utter an occasional howl, and after 
midnight we slept soundly. We were 
afterward told by peasants living eight or 
ten miles away that packs of wolves 
passed their farms at dusk on the way to 
the general rendezvous. Some of those 
surrounding our house probably came 
twelve or fifteen miles. The keeper of the 
hotel saw 'iffy or more pass his place, and 
they were in such a hurry and so occupied 
with the project on foot that they passed 
within twenty feet of a stray colt without 
halting to attack it. 

On the second day of our stay we were 
witnesses of a dreadful tragedy. It was 
a cloudy day, with occasional snow 
squalls, but no wolves came near us. At 
about 3 o'clock, while my companions 
were lying down, I opened a slide to take 
a look over the highway toward Toblosky, 
For four miles the highway was ovor a 
plain, and 0110 could see every moving ob- 
ject. Then the road was lost, In a pine 
forest, which Stretched' along for a couple 
of miles. I had scarcely pulled back the 
slide when an object came in view in the 
road at the edge of the forest, and In half 
a minute I had made out horses. A 
sledge was Coming our way, tho ilrst 
which had passed since we took up our 
station. Wo had A pair of Held glasses in 
the car, and I had no sooner adjusted the 
focus than I uttered a shout which 
brought my companions to their feet. 
There were three horses abreast, and 
they were coming at a dead run, while 
on both sides of the sledge I could 
make out llerce wolves Jumping up. 
The team wus a powerful one and 
coming very fast, and in a minute 
more I made out that the sledge was 
surrounded by a great pack of wolves. 
The driver was lashing the horses in a 
frenzied way, while the smoke and flame 
and faint reports proved that the occu- 
pants of the sledge were using flreurms to 
dtifend themselves. We hud two or three 
minutes in which to act. Each of us had 
the idea that the sledge would halt at our 
car for protection, or that the people in it 
would certainly leap out at that point. 
We opened one of the doors, got down our 
guns, and all were ready to leap out when 
a dreadful sound reached our ears. It 
was the shriek of a horse. I say shriek, 
for it was nothing more nor less — a shriek 
of terror and despair. The cause was 
plain as we looked out. One of the horses 
h id fallen when the sledge was hardly 
twenty rods away, and the other two had 
been dragged down with him. We could 
not see them, however, for the wolves. 
We just, caught sight 0/ two or three 
human figures In furs, heard tho reports 
of pistols and shouts of human voices, and 
then the terrible din made by the wolves 
drowned all other sounds. 

We should have sprung out and gone 
to the assistance of the beset travelers, 
but before we could move a foot our car 
was surrounded by wolves, ancia monster 
got his head and shoulders into the door- 
way and bung there for a few seconds 
despite the kicks from our heavy boots. 
We opened the slides and looked out, but 
aH was over then. The carcasses of the 
horses had been picked to the bone, the 
harnesses eaten, and the robes from the 
sledge were being torn apart as tho wolves 
raced around. We saw pieces of bloody 
clothing scattered about, and we knew 
that the travelers had met a horrible 
fate. We learned afterward that there 
were four men in the sledge. 

The pack of wolves, which seemed to 
be much larger than any which had yet 
gathered, hung about until we knocked 
over at least fifty of them, and then drew 
off to return at midnight. We kept our 
position for nine days before the men 
would come with the horses, and, al- 
though we preserved the scalps of only 
three wolves, we estimated the number of 
killed at over 800. We intended to put, 
in a week at another place, but. with the 
horses came •.lint same government offi- 
cial, who gravely informed us that he 
had been instructed by his superior officer 
to inform us that our wolf hunt, must 
end. We were rendering the highways 
dangerous to travelers by attracting tho 
wolves! — New York Sun.

The HcIIioiIIhI Ministers Protest. 

At u meeting of tho Toronto Confer- 
ence of the Methodist church on Friday u 
long memorial was submitted from tho 
British Columbia conference, which con- 
tained u resolution pussod by that confer- 
ence strongly disapproving of tho policy 
pursued by the Dominion and Provincial 
Governments towards the Indians of tho 
northwest coast of British Columbia, and 
condemning partiality of Govornmont of- 
ficials in preferring Olie church to another 
and tho attempt made by thotn to cast tho 
odium of their iniquitous policy upon tho 
missionaries of the Methodist church. 
The memorial rouomi»e»d.e.d that a com- 
mission bo appointed by the general board 
of missions to proceed to British Colum- 
bia and investitrate the whole case, and 
prayed that tho Toronto conference would 
unanimously indorse tho recommendation. 
The matter was referred to a special com- 
mittee. 

At the mooting of tho Montreal con- 
ference tho tltar aays: The next question 
for consideration was a memorial rend by 
Dr. Shaw, protesting against Anglican us- 
suinption in regard to missionary work in 
British Columbin. It was claimed that 
the Methodist missionaries in that part of 
tho country were being maltreated and 
tho work of evangelization soriouflly and 
grievously impeded. Therefore they 
wished to cull tho Attention of tho British 
Government to the fact with a viow of 
having tliom look into t!m matter. This 
was unanimously adopted without discus- 
sion.

CHILLISVHACK CHURCH. 

Opening Services ill Connection with the Pros 
bytorlan UbureU. 

The opening services in connection with 
the new Presbyterian church, Centreville, 
were held on Sunday last, Rev. P. McF. 
McLeod, of St. Andrew's church, Vic- 
toria, preaching morning and evening to 
largo congregations. 

liev. (J. C. Paterson, pastor of the 
church, entered upon his work two years 
ago. When ho went there no church or 
manse were ready for him, although the 
work of building a house of worship had 
been begun by a Presbyterian who had 
faith enough not to despise the day of small 
things. As soon as Mr. Paterson entered 
upon his work the people began to take 
heart und very soon a comfortable manse 
was provided for the minister. Through 
the devotedness of one member of the 
church und the personal ellorts of tho 
minister, the work of church building was 
entered upon, and lust Sunday services 
were held in the church for the lirst time. 
The church is a handsome frame building 
with u square tower, containing a good 
toned boll. It will hold about people. 
The total cost of church and manse will 
be about $0,000. Tho whole of this 
amount is covered by tho subscriptions, 
except .i small balance of some $400 or 
$D00, which will doubtless soon be provided 
for. The Methodist church, of which 
Rev. Mr. Hall is pastor, courteously gave 
up their services morning and evening so 
that the church was crowded to its utmost 
capacity nt each service. 

On Monday evening a supper was given, 
provided by the ladies of the congrega- 
tion, comprising a bountiful spread of 
good things, which were fully appreciated, 
A short-musical programme was also gone 
through to the satisfaction of tho audi- 
ence. After this Rev. Mr. McLeod gave 
his lecture on "That Young Man. " Hen- 
derson's hall was crowded to tho doors, 
and the audience were delighted with the 
reverend gentleman's discourse. Tho 
total sum realized by the opening services 
and tho lecture on Monday eve- 
ning was a handsome figure. 

Much of the success of the Presbyterian 
cause in Chilliwhaok is due to the Zealand 
liberality of Mr. A. C. Henderson, sr., 
who donated the fourteen acres of land in 
the centre of the village of Centreville for 
tho church and manse, a gift valued at 
not less than 81,500. Besides this ho put 
up with his own hands the frame of the 
building, equal to a contribution of at 
least §(100 more. Other members of tho 
church have shown equal interest und 
bavo also been generous contributors 
towards tho fund. 

Rev. Mr. Patterson has worked nobly 
to bring about the successful result ob- 
tained. A prosperous future is evidently 
in store for the Presbyterian denomina- 
tion of Chilliwhack. 



A SHIP ABANDONED. 



Pile Marine Court of Inquiry, into tho 
circumstances connected with the prema- 
ture abandonment of the Canadian ship 
Rook Terrace, held at Hongkong, re- 
vealed a most remarkable state of things. 
The abandonment of tho ship is apparent- 
ly attributed to the fuct that the mental 
anxiety of the master, Samuel Atkinson, 
had temporarily undermined his reasoning 
powers. This bad state of things seems, 
rightly enough, to have induced tho court 
to express regret, while they suspended 
the muster's certiDcate for aix months. 
Tho culpable conduct of tho mute, Augus- 
tus Harris, is not excused in any way, 
whatever; and it does certainly seem to 
be inexplicable, although his neglect of 
duty is described in pretty plain words in 
tho rinding, the failure to save the cargo 
at least being set, down to him, that his 
suspension was not more than of six 
months' duration. 

The Hock Terrace was one of a fleet of 
twenty-seven vessels owned by Troup & 
Sons, St. John, N. B. Her cargo was 
valued at 8120,000 or §130,000, and con- 
sisted of 1)5,000 cases of petroleum.
